Ness Discloses Comprehen- 
sive Preparedness

The most comprehensive program 
of protection against fire and sabo- 
tage ever set up for Cleveland in- 
dustrial plants in peace or war is 
being developed jointly by the city 
safety department and industry it- 
self, Safety Director Eliot Ness dis- 
closed yesterday. 

Under the program, mnny parts 
of which already quietly have been 
inaugurated, industrial officials will: 

PROVIDE the Cleveland Fire De- 
partment's milking officers, iiiiflcr 
a strict "lock and kry" secrco- 
guarantee, blueprints of each in - 
portant plant here. The.'^o plans wi I 
show the complete lavout of Utc. 
plant and the loonlinn of fii*fe 
hydrants, shutoff valves. .<:prinkling 
.sjastcm.s and electrical wiring. 

PROVIDE the officers with full 
rl iscriptlnns o£ the construction of 
tl c building, materials used in 
manufacturing — especially explo- 
sives — specific sections of the build- 
ing where material is stored and 
what precautionary measures the 
plant now is taking. 

SEND to classes jointly .sponsored 
by the Cleveland Saffty Council 
and the safely drpaitnipnt. for in- 
struction in fire-fighting and 
trouble - meeting, watchmen and 
guards hired by the plants. 

Canadian to Give Counsel

I Each Cleveland battalion chief 
will be given master blue prints of 
each plant in his district, with the 
understanding that they will be 
used only by him and his superiors 
and closely guarded. The rca.son for 
the secrecy is obvious. In addition. 
Chief James E. Granger will keep 
safe master blue prints of each 
Cleveland industrial plant. 

Possession of these charts will 
enable Cleveland Fire Department 
officials to know intimately w-hat 
every important plant looks like, 
inside and out, and what every 
plant contains. 

Fighting Before Hand 

As Ness said, the plans will make 
it possible for the department to 
"fight all types of fires and over- 
icnmc all emergencies before they 
iaVtnally occur." 

I.MIhough the average fireman 
\Tin not have access to the inncr- 
rfost secrets of Cleveland industry, 
lie will not be excluded from the 
defense program. 

In regular fire class.-s. starting 
immediately, each department merri- 
ber will be given instruction i'l 
how to fight various sorts of firei. 
With Ihe development of such new 
metals as magnesium and aluminum 
and various chemicals, new bl.(zc- 
squelching difficulties have arisen. 
If water were to be used at some 
industrial fires, explosions would 
result. 

Nor will the per.snnnel of indi.s- 
trial plants be excluded in the 
sweeping preparations. In adclilinn 
to the cla.sses for watchmen, plants 
are receiving in over-inei casing 
numbers instructions from the Unit- 
ed States Department of Labor, di- 
vision of labor standards, pamphlets 
stressing the "importance of E.ifc 
working conditions in maintaining i 
apd increasing industrial output for 
tional defense." 

First Class Monday 
Four classes for industrial pin 
\^atchmen and guards will be he*d 
at the oul.'^ct. The first will iv 
Monday afternoon, and bcl\v":n 200 
and 300 men already ha\e roK!''- 
tsrcd. Principal speaker at the 
first session will be T. Alfred Flem- 
ing, conservation director of the 
National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers. 

Later on, the Cleveland Police 



Department will be included in the 
program. Charts will be scanned 
to sec where heavy guarding is noc- 
essary. and it then will be set up. 

So far, Cleveland industry has 
been enthusiastic in its co-operation. 

If, however, a plant .ihould be- 
come stubborn in its refusal to 
withhold information, there arc 
ways of obtaining the information. 
Perhaps the mo.st effective means 
would be through Carl L. Smith, 
regional director of Ihe National 
Committee for the Conscrvatii a nf 
Manpower in Defense Industr;''.'-.

Chief of Police JOiiN F. V.'OODS advised on October 4, 1>42, 
that Mr. ELLIOT't-^SS , of the Federal Security Administration, had called 
on him Saturday ni^ht, October 3* 19A2, and the purpose of hir call :;:'.s to 
discuss the possibilities of invocation of the Hay Act. Chief aL J 
stated that he took Mr. NESS around to various spots on the outskirts of 
thjj City of Norfolk and showed him the activities in prostitution which 
wefe going on. - — .j— ^- - -rr:-. 

NESS advised Chief ;,00D3 that there recently was a meeting 
in T/lfashington at which Assistant Director E. A. TAIIU was present, and that 
at thisi meeting there was discussed the possibilities of the invocation of 
the MajfiActr at Norfolk, Virginia. Chief V;OCDS said that NLCS was to an 
extent critical of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and inaicated r.hat 
the impression had been given that the FBI was some sort of super investigative 
agency. 

Chief iVOODS advised also that I'.'"33 iiad tckcn the pr->Aiion 
that the Federal Security Administration was responsible for obtaijiin^ the 
permanent Shore Patrol which has just been set up in Norfolk under the command 
of Lieutenant JAltES Fr^NGOLDSBY, formerly Chief of Police at HOanoke, 
Virginia, and an NPA graduate. Chief '..OODS stated that ho did not ?.ike 
NESS' insinuation in this regard and that Colonel CHAPILES BOL\:w, J.cy 
Manager of Norfolk, is the one who was responsible' for obtaining this 
permanent Shore Patrol. ^ (5 3 ^f-^ 

At the conclusion of the meeting, NZ.:3 in-.^cated that lie 
would oppose the invocation of the May Act in the vicinity of Norfolk for the 
reason that since the-federal Security Adidnistration had been active in 
securing the Shore Patrol and is setting up a plan for coping with the 
prostitution situation without the invocation of the May Act, he v-i:;te'i t? 
see that the Agencies had an opportunity to control the situation vjithoat ; 
such invocation.

Chief of Police JUHN F. WOODS, of Norfolk, Virginia, ad- 
vised the writer on October 16, 1942, that he had on that date received 
a telephone call from 1-ir. EI.TJOTT' ITOS, from V/ashin^^ton, and that I'r. 
NESS had advised that the }Sa.y Act was definitely not r>^ing to be in- 
voked in the Norfolk area. ]ir. NK33 requested that arran£;ernents be 
made to hold a conference in the office of Chief '..'CODS on the morning 
of October 17th, with Naval officials and vath the Public Health 
Department, for the purpose of discussing piano for the tnf orcciiient 
of prostitution laws. This meeting was .scheduled for 9:>0 A. 11., 
October 17th, but IJr. NESS did not appear because of his inability 
to obtain transportation to Norfolk, due to flood' conditions. Chief 
V.'O'jDS advised that the discussion at the meeting was mtrely a "re-liash" 
of previous discussions* 

During ths^onvention of the A'irginia Police Executives 
Association, at Richmond, Virginia, on October I5th, Dr. G. \!. MAST, 
of the Navy Department, V/ashincton, D. C, was present, and discussed 
venereal diseases in the State of Vir{3inia, pointin*: out that Virginia 
had the unenviable record of having the j^reatest nunbur of venereal 
disease cases anong Navy personnel in the United States. 

At that tLne Chief t/OODS addressed the Conforence, and the 
subject of the invocation of the May Act v.-as brju^ht out. Chief h'O'jDS 
took the position that the invocation of the J'.ay Act was not necessary, 
provided someone would provide adequate facilities for iiousing the 
prostitutes arrested, . 

Following Cliief WOODS' discussion, Mr. O'-.I^Iio, of the Decart- 
raent of Social Protection, touk the floor, and roeTiLhasized the efforts 
which that Department has made to secure space for the housing of 
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convicted prostitutes, and stated he had been in contact with th e 
Riirfian nf pri.snn.c; pf ii^q Department of Justic e, and that he had i-ep.n 
advised that^ the p'cderal Govera-nent had no more houslnf^ far. i 1 iti<=:R ^ ani^ _ 
that they v^3uld not be able to take care of the situation in the event 
tj)e Hay Ar.t v/as invoked^ poi pl.-^ nrr r.»t. fhr^.-t- offirialn at .Ud e r - on , 

iVest Virginia, have stated that with tne addition to ti^eir popuiatioH7

Some publicity has resulted in the State of Virginia as a 
result of allegations on the part of Dr. MAr>T, and on the afternoon of 
October 15tJi, a meeting v;as held at tne Naval Operating' Base, at v.-hich 
there were in attendance representatives of the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence, representatives of the Medical jJephrtment of th^ Kavy, x-(rpre~ 
sentatlves of the State Health Department, and the Goiunonwealth 's 
Attorneys of Norfolk, Norfolk County, Nanseaond County, Princess Anne 
County, and Portsnouth, Virf^inia, This conf tirence was he]ri as a result 
of the report of Dr. MAST at Richuaond, v/hich was r;iade on the morninir of 
October 15th, and as a result of ruraors current in Norfolk at this time 
regarding possible invocation of the Hay Act, and was for the purpose 
of brir;ging to the attention of the Caamonvfealth 's Attormya the n^ed 
for rigid enforcement and to explain to them the fallibiJity of medical 
examinations to determine the presence of venereal disease. 

The above information was fun.i.shed to the v;riter by Dr. 
KIMBPO'JGH, who is the State Hoalth Officer in Charge cf Venereal Disease 
Control for the Tidevmter area* 

On Saturday night, October 17, 19-^2 three tuurist cair.ps in 
Norfolk Couiity, v/ithin one iiu.le~of the cii.y limits of k'orfclk, v-ere 
raided by ttie^^vy Shore Patrol and the Norfolk ! oiice r.tpart.r.cr.t, re- 
sulting in the arrest of fifty woinen and r. ru^'ibeir of IJc,vy peri^onael. 
These arrests were made as a result of activity on the part of Ad'rdral 
SI'tONS in declaring these places out of b.'unds for tlavy^ personnel. At 
jiejjr^'nsa. i r U'^lice court rroct of the j. roatdtutes involved were s e^tenceB 
to twelve mont hs in jail7 and fined cljCC ylll "

He of course praised +he leadership of Elliot Ness as a law enforce--

-His only suggested method of doing this was tpTTnfqrm theofficeti 
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that if they needed help to call upon some gray haired lady who 
heads the local office in Minneapolis * I did not get her narie, -'i" 
merely rose and tooH a bow. Ass istant Chief of Police Bob l^uncli, 
NPA, OMAHA, Chief of Police Joseph Carroll, NPA, Lincoln, Nebraska, 
and Pete Duchene, Sheriff of North Platte, each informed me that 
Ness' outfit in Nebraska was nothing but a lot of wind and had 
accomplished absolutely nothing. In his talk, Hahn of course avoided 
reference to the Bureau, It gave me an opportunity in following him 
on the program of pointing out several Federal Statutes vnt' in our 
jurisdicti on which can effectively be used in eliminating local vice.
